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In the S e n a t e o f M.ass. on Saturday the l.i»th, 
on a motion to reconsider the several votes adopt­ 
ing tJie above resolves, Mr. F o s t e r o f Suffolk, ad­ 
dressed the Senate as follows : 
N othing short of a sense o f high duty could in­ 
duce me to .attcinpl to address a public assem bly ; 
because I am conscious o f my inability to do any 
thing creditable to m yself, or useful, on this occa­ 
sion, to iny constituents. 
This is the first tim e in 
my life that 1 have attempted to speak in p u b lic; 
and I now make a grc.at sacrifice ofpride, to duty. 
,\nd I am conscious, that even this feeble effort, 
will prove abortive, unless I obtain the indulgence 
granted at this board on another occasion, the day 
’ueforc yesterday, to the learned i4esid cn t o f Har­ 
vard U niversity, and be allowed to read where my 
memory fails me. 
If I have the happiness to be 
inspired with the spirit o f the Im provisitori, you 
shall have the benefit o f it, or the tedium . 
Sir, what have I to expect in addressing this 
board ? 
H ere are thirty nine, out o f forty, honor­ 
able Senators, whose opinions are w ell known to 
be entirely favourable to the measure, which I feel 
it incumbent on me to oppose. 
I, a solitary friend 
to the Administration ; and so far a friend, only, as 
I may perceive in its acts, a nearer approach to my 
ow n views o f the true character, and spirit o f our 
G overnm ent, than in its present opponents. 
For, 
Sir, I profess the most perfect independence of 
opinion ; I am a libertine in politics ; I think for 
m yself; and speak as I think, without stopping to 
look over my shoulder, to see who hears me. 
I am 
told that this frankness has injured my fortunes ; 
but I cannot always balance my convictions, by 
my interest. 
N o party w ill claim such a man, al­ 
though several may adopt him, for a m akeweight. 
I must have been so adopted by some o f the three 
C 
artics, who have favored 
y the aid 
lartics, who have favored me with their votes ; and 
s) o f a few votes o f the fourth 
party, 1 have the honor o f a seat at this board. 
T o say much more o f m yself would be egotism , 
(not a very uncommon fault they sav.)— But 1 have 
nobody to introduce m e ; I must, therefore, intro­ 
duce m yself. 
I have an object o f utility, not of 
vanity, in so doing ; I expect to make up in the 
fortunate independence o f my condition, for the 
want of w ell trained arguments. 
1 am, then, a sort of rara a vis in terra Y ankeana / 
I am neither M erchant or Lawyer; I have no pro­ 
fession, or trade ; 1 have nothing to buy, and noth­ 
ing to s e ll; I own no Bank Shares, nor any thing 
which may be otherwise affected by the Banking, 
or any other system , than the vast majority o f my 
fellow citizens. All that I possess, w'hich is enough 
for my humble wants, I hold by w'hat may be call­ 
ed , in the philosophy of property, (if a distinction 
be here admissible) the second best title, namely, 
by inheritance. 
I wish I could boast o f a better 
one. 
So that if I belong to any class in society, it 
inust bo that u-hosa intareot I teem to oppose; but 
w hose real, and permanent interest, I cannot op­ 
pose ; for that w ill ever be found (taking into view 
their progeny) in equal justice, and honest p o licy ; 
the only sure basis o f this Union ; the onlp means 
o f our future prosptirity and happiness. 
Although I profess to belong to no party, and 
would as readily oppose General Jackson, as anv 
body else, whose measures I did not approve o f ; 
yet I am far from lieing neutral in these political 
contests. 
I should be ashamed to be ncutnai— So­ 
lon very w isely made neutrality a crime at A thens, 
and he, or some other grand moralist, considered 
n«utrality also a crime among individuals. 
W hat nave I to expect, I repeat, in opposing 
these K esolves ? 
N ot, surely, to convince the 
members o f this Senate, that they are wrong ; that 
would lie presumptuous in the extrem e. 
I trust, 
however, that they will believe that I am honest 
in my opposition, although, perhaps, wrong my­ 
self. 
'I’hey here m.ay learn, if they believe me, 
that 1 have no special interest in the issue; they 
may perceive that I am too old for aspiring ambi­ 
tion ; and they must, by this tim e, be convinced, 
that I run not qualified for public life. 
Y et I have 
an object, a laudable one I tru st; and I w ish 1 could 
clearly see the end of that object, in the feeble 
means which I have at command 
My object, is 
to make one single effort, (and probably the last) 
from the high place to which a few partial friends 
have called me ; one more effort) I say, from a 
place whence the com monest truth com es with 
increased force ; and that effort is, to induce you, 
and my fellow citizens generally, to pause, and 
to enquire, earnestly into the character, the con ­ 
sequences, and final end o f that policy, w hich is 
the ruling principle o f our State I^egislatures ; as 
well ,as that o f the Federal Government. 
It is not my w ish to dictate to them, what that 
policy should b e ; that would he an unbecoming 
arrogance, in a man w ho has had less experience in 
the affairs of his own country, than most o f you ; 
although much older than most o f you. 
But, it is 
my most ardent desire, that the American people 
may learn to think for them selves, and to enable 
them to do so, more usefully, I would venture to 
ask them to consider, w ell, the peculiar character 
m our institutions and Governm ents, and a little 
more analetically, than they do the air they 
breathe. 
If they will do that, they may learn the 
purposes for w hich they send us h ere; and be 
letter able to know whether we accomplish 
the olqects for xvhich we are s e n t; namely, to dif- 
mse the means o f the greatest sum o f happiness 
p er the greatest mass of the human race which 
«susceptible o f it. 
If they w ill do that, I will 
cease to importune them any more, with my new s­ 
paper counsels; and never ask, as I never have, 
for one of their votes.

.Mr. Fresident, this long preamble, may appear 
to lie here out o f place, and foreign to thé subject 
matter before the Senate. 
But I trust, that it 
will not appear so to all its memliers, when they 
make seriously, the comparison here recommend­ 
ed ; and inquire into the applicability, or inappli­ 
cability, of the very liraiich o f policy, now under 
discussion, to our condition ant! wants. 
'I'he sub­ 
ject before you, Mr. President, is in fact one of 
foreign origin ; and it is on its foreign merits that 
it should be tried.— 'riiere, that is, in the old 
world, it has worked w ell for its inventors. 
But 
who are they ? 
Are they the people, the majority 
those who create this wealth, which the Bankin; 
m achine aids to divide, and distribute? 
No 
N o Government o f which w e have any know l 
edge, has ever yet worked for the majority ; not 
even this boasted governm ent, although it be the 
most perfect yet established. 
'J’lie 
.American 
Congress, which has, or ought to have, the people 
and nothing but the people in its view , has not 
held even the scales of justice. 
V'^et it is difficult 
to suppose, that such a Government could lie 
wilfully adverse to the interest o f the m ajority. 
if it be so, w ilfully or otherw ise, it must be so iie- 
cause the people do not understand their own in­ 
terest. 
European Governm ents, from which we borrow 
too m uch, have an object, w ell understood, and 
constantly pursued ; and the ends o f that object 
may be clearly seen in the means. Are those ends, 
our ends? 
Let any travelled or well read Ameri­ 
can answer this question, upon the honor of 
gentle.inan ; not as a politician, for, unfortunately, 
ther e are tw o coties o f honor, as tw o codes of 
morality. 
T h e indirect system o f taxation, o f which the 
paper currency, and Banking Institutions, are an 
important meml)er, suits admirably the policy of 
European governm ents; because those Govern­ 
m ents, unlike ours, consist o f two permanent, and 
distinct parts ; namely, the rulers, and the ruled; 
whose interest are diam etrically op|>osite.— The 
rulers there, can maintain order, and govern the 
m ultitude, and maintain in their beloved status, 
in its present form, only by deception. 
And 1 be­ 
lieve that it w ill not lie denied by any w ell .in­ 
formed man, that the governm ents o f Europe now 
rest on ignorance, poverty and vice, as their ne­ 
cessary, nay, their indispensable foundation. 
Nor 
will any one, who w ill take the trouble to reflect 
for one m oment, venture to say, that these gov­ 
ernm ents could endure one single day, if poverty, 
ignorance, and vice, were changed, only for the 
same degree o f com petency, knowledge and vir­ 
tue, with which w e are blessed. 
A distant, and 
much attenuated ray o f American light, has al­ 
ready shaken their thrones to their centre. 
From this, then, do I argue, that all that policy, 
wliich employs indirect m eans, and trusts to the 
ways o f deception for its success, should not be the 
policy o f America. 
And most especially, should 
not be the policy o f the Federal governm ent; be­ 
cause, however ignorant individuals may be, or 
however unable to redress wrongs, when not igno­ 
rant, w e cannot presume much on the ignorance 
or supineness o f independent States, always jeal­ 
ous of encroachm ents, and equally so o f partiaiif)'- 
It m atters not, whether the common people, as 
they are called, love to be deceived or not ; if 
they be in the dark, on their true interest, we 
their chosen agents, are bound in duty, as w ell 
as in hum anity, to enlighten them ; and not to 
administCT to tlieir prejuices and errors ; more es- 
I»eciaJly for our ow n private advantage, if we hap­ 
pen to belong to a class, which m ay be benefitted 
by those prejudices and errors. 
T h e iieople in the country, it is said, had rather 
have five dollars taken from them , without seeing 
it, than to pay one dollar, w ith their eyes open.— 
This, I am aware, is too true. 
And it has been 
the foundation of all the misrule and mi.serv o f 
the Old World ; and n o w g r a d u a l l y , t h o u g h e i o w - 
Iv, is sow ing the seeds in this country, for a sim­ 
ilar harvest. 
Banking is a tax on tbe people ; in 
proof o f it, w e sec the capitalist w illing to pav 
lor this privilege. 
H e must get his profit from 
someboily, and from whom, but from tliose who 
borrow, or those who consum e the goods bought 
with borrowed capital. 
If he had no advantage, 
tliat is, if he did not get more interest for his 
m oney, why should he ask for this favor, and l>e 
w illing to pay for it ? 
If he have an advantage, 
and get more interest, who pays for it but the 
people ? 
Every man is entitled by our laws to 
the interest o f his money ; but that title should 
de[)end ou a fair com petition, like all other trades- 
\n d I hope to see the day, wlien every capitalist 
may get as much as he can, for his m oney, without 
legislative aid or hiderance, favor or tax ; e.xcept 
a fair proportion o f all other taxes. 
Then we 
need not fear the extortionate Banker any more 
than the extortionate Shoemaker ; a fair com pe­ 
tition would reduce the former, like the latter, 
to the true value o f his goods. 
You see, Mr. President, that my oposition is to 
the Banking system ; although I less fear State 
Banks than a Mammoth Union Bank. 
But my op­ 
position isa rational one. 
1 am not a radical in 
the worst sense o f that word; I would look to 
the root o f every evil, but 1 would probe it cau­ 
tiously. 
1 have no rash desire o f rapid innovation. 
Fifty years, if you please; but begin. 
I cannot 
see the end of the good w-ork of reform ; but I 
ho|»p to see the beginning.

But for the aid o f Governm ent, and the forbear­ 
ance o f the local Banks, this great Bank must 
have failed—spreading ruin and terror throughout 
the country.

Accordingly on the 12th o f the 
same m onth, the Bank had in its vaults but 571,- 
522 and 27 cents, and owed to the City Banks a 
balance o f 519fi,4l8 and fifi cen ts; exceeding the 
specie in its vaults 5124,895 and 19 cen ts.” 
Fourth 
R esolve.— T he National Governm ent 
has nothing to do with exchange, any »»ore than 
with any other private property, or concern of 
individuals. 
And the Bank, if it did lal>or to 
equalize exchange, would be recreant to its duty 
to the stockholders ; for the more fluctuating the 
exchange, the greater is tlieir profits. 
F ifth 
R esolve.— R eceiving and 
paying over 
m oney, do not require the establishm ent o f a 
Rank, any more than the receiving and paying 
m oney, from a M erchant in the United States, by 
another in l airope. 
i^ixth R esolve.— T his resolve recommends the 
Rank, as a great equalizer o f the currency. 
I 
m aintain, that neither the old, or the new Hank, 
did any thing to equalize the currency ; It would 
have been contrary to their interest to do so. 
During the existence o f the old Bank, the general 
circulating medium (as is the case now,) was the 
notes of the local banks. 
T he out o f town notes 
sold in Boston for some ten years before the char­ 
ter o f the old Bank expired, from tw o to five, or 
tea per cen t, discount ; they were not taken by 
tlie old United States Bank ; and o f course it 
could not exercise any control over the issues o f 
those local Banks, either in quantity or in value. 
During that period, the Farmers Exchange Bank 
the H illsboro’ Rank, the Coos Bank, the Berk­ 
shire Bank, and several banks in M aine, failed. 
T he United States Bank did not, could not exer­ 
cise any control over them , and there was no pre­ 
tence that it ever did so over those or any other 
local banks. 
^ .Mtcr that Bank ceased, the local Banks in New 
England, cam e into an arrangement, by which 
their bills passed current at par, and were always 
redeemed at their counters at par; and in Hosto'u, 
at from one, to one and a quarter jier cent, dis­ 
count. 
'I’he currency became in a much better 
state, after the charter o f the old Bank expired, 
than before ; and it so continued for the first tw o 
years o f the war.— Its final derangem ent lieyond 
N ew England, for it was not deranged fiere, was 
owing to causes totally disconnected with the ex­ 
istence, or the non-existence o f the Bank ; and 
the same causes might have produced the same 
results on the Federal Hank, if it had existed at 
that time. 
Many persons (says .Seybert,) viewed a disso­ 
lution o f the late Bank o f the United States as a 
national calam ity ; it was asserted, that a general 
bankruptcy must follow that event, 
'i'he fact 
was otherw ise ; every branch o f industry contin­ 
ued uninterrupted; no failures in the m ercantile 
com munity were attributable to that oecurretiee. 
It is probable that some embarrassment might ! 
have taken place, if the State Banks could not

som e politicians look forward to with com pla­ 
cen cy. 
If the United .States can authorize a company 
to issue notes, and make the law s by w hich they 
shall be received, and paid, they may do the same 
w ith an individual, for the note o f a Banking 
Corporation, no more a.ssiniilatcs to coin , than 
any other note, that is paid when demanded. 
If 
this power to create a Bank, may he fairly claim ­ 
ed under the constitution, then all these other 
p iw ers, may lie as plausibly dem anded; and that 
instrument which was created for a shield to the 
states, and a harrier against Federal iiicroach- 
m ent, becom es the very means o f their destruc­ 
tion. 
•All large monied fW porations are dangerous ;

his wife : 
“ A t your earnest solicitation, as well as that 
of the children, I write, although it can be ol 
hut little satisfaction to you. 
You will recol­ 
lect tliut w hen 1 last wrote, 1 was in the th ir­ 
ty day c u rren t *, it will waft me to the shore 
on the 20th inst 
1 shall protest to the a u ­ 
thorities against my 
ability to sustain the 
voyage longer. 
You m ust not be disappoint- 
I ed it 1 drift upon a dangerous shore, where 
the wreckers will take wliat salvage they can 
get, and then set me adrift again lor another 
voyage, w ithout even an exam ination to know 
if I am sea-w orthy, my protest to the contrary 
notw ithstanding. 
I think the Debtor Law 
the most singular and whimsical ever in v en t­ 
ed by man, (although seldom used except hy 
brutes in disposition). 
T o begin, they make 
one say, I am unable to support m yself in 
prison, i must then cite my creditor lo appeal 
at least thirty days ahead, to show cause why 
I may not take w hat is called the Poor D eb t­ 
or's O ath, that is, to sw ear that I am as poor 
as poor can be. 
H ow ever strange it may 
appear, this all goes lor nothing ; it is worse 
than the fable of the Fox and the Flies.— 
T h e law allows a more hu n g ry creditor— (1 
say more 
hun g ry , because if he finds 
the 
body alive, it is all lie w ants or expects to 
glut himself upon) to seize and set me adrift 
again, w ithout ev en an inquiry w hether 1 
have sw orn truly or n o t ; and this may be 
continued again and again, at the will of 
creditors. T his is called the law for the re­ 
lie f o i Poor Debtors ; it is better entitled to 
the name of the law tor the punishm ent of 
rich rogues. 
You will perceive th at it is a 
voyage of uncertainty, having neither chart 
nor com pass—nothing depends on m e—-every 
th in g is at the will of the (often worse than 
fiend) creditor, who estim ates his satisfaction 
by the distress he can create ; it is but too 
plainly intim ated that I may expect all the 
torture this inglorious law can inflict. 


D aring Bobbery.— T h e jew elry and fancy 
goods store of A braham H ew s, Jr. 243 W as h ­ 
ington street, was entered last night, and 
robbed of all Hie most valuable part of the 
goods, consisting of a large assortm ent of gold 
ear-rings, rings, pins, lockets, silver spoons, 
and silver ware, to the am ount ot upw ards ot 
$2000. 
T he selection made by the robber, 
was very judicious, as scarcely an article ot 
i plated or gilt ware was disturbed. 
From 
tracks and oilier appearances about the prem- 
, ises, it is supposed to have been done by one 
man. 
T he entrance to the store was effected 
from the rear. 
He m ust have passed from 
W in te r street, by the house ot M r A ndrew s, 
over a high fence to the rear of M r llew s'a 
store, and have escaped the same way, with 
his heavy load of goods. 
A reward of $200 is 
ofibred for the detection ot the robber and re­ 
covery ot the property. 
Storekeepers should be on their guard, as a 
num ber of attem pts have recently been made 
lo enter stores, since the robbery of Messrs 
C ary. Boynton & C o ., but w hich have been 
unsuccessful.— Tra use rip t.

jority although four only are to be chosen.— 
T he usual course, in these cases, lias been, to 
take those of 
the 
majority which have tlie 
greatest num ber of votes, but it still leaves 
three persons having n majority, not chosen. 
1 am o f the opinion that the senatorial mode 
of counting is tfie most equitable, and the pre 
ceding calculation is made lo show the re ­ 
sult when there are no deficient or m utilated 
votes, and 
therefore not attributable to the 
mode ol counting. 
Let us then see the operation oi the two 
different modes of computing majorities.— 
Suppose four candidates are to be chosen by 
one hundred voters, and the mode of counting 
be adopted that each ballot, w hether it con­ 
tain one, tw o, three or four names, be co u n t­ 
ed a vote, then of course no one will be chos­ 
en 
unless his name be borne on 51 different 
votes. 
I entertain the opinion this o u g h t not 
to be the rule unless the ballots contain the 
whole num ber of names required. 
If a person choose to vote for a less num ber 
t h a n . h e has a right to, he so far w aives his 
privilege, and it should not be allowed to ope­ 
rate against those who vote for the full n u m ­ 
ber. 
T h ey sliould be considered so far as 
they are deficient as blank votes, and not 
counted at all. 
No one, it is presum ed, will 
contend that entire blank votes are to be 
counted, although they are sometimes report­ 
ed ; but 1 believe whenever they affect an 
election they are rejected, as they were by 
the House of R epresentatives in the -selection 
of candidates for L ieutenant G overnor ; and if 
they ought to be rejected when entire, why 
should they be counted when in part, and it is 
som ew hat singular that entire blank 
votes 
should ever be reported. 
T h eir very nature 
implies total indifference. 
I f the Senatorial mode should be adopted, 
the effect would he to give a majority to the 
requisite num ber in m any cases and would 
supercede the necessity o f repeated trials. 
It often happens, that w hen names are 
erased from T ickets, it is not from a dislike or 
opposition to the persons whose nam es are 
stricken off, hut from a partiality to som e fa­ 
vorite, and where parties are nearly balanced, 
it is thus in the power of a few individuals to 
cause repeated m eetings before the requisite 
num ber o f persons can be chosen. 
L et us il­ 
lustrate this— a town has five Selectm en or 
Representatives to choose, and has ;>t)0 voters 
— 245 persons vote for A. B. C. D. E. and 240 
vote for F. G . H . 1. K . and 15 choose only to 
vote for A. 
It follows, th at if every ballot be 
a vote A. only is chosen, as 251 is necessary 
to a choice, and A. is the only one which has 
a sufficient num ber. 
But in the other mode o f counting, this ca­ 
price of a few individuals would not avail.— 
A. B. C. D. E. and F. having 245 votes 
Would am ount to 
1225 
the other five having 240 each would 
am ount to 
1200 
A. having additional 15 would add 
15 


2440 
2440 divided by 5, the n um ber to be chosen 
would be 488, necessary to a choice 245, and 
the whole num ber required would be elected. 
It may be objected th at it is not strictly 
w ithin the province ot the L egislature to pre­ 
scribe an uniform m ethod. 
T h e Legislature 
will undoubtedly correctly settle the question. 
B u t regulations deemed necessary and proper 
are adopted in other cases. 
T h ere is a law 
that the nam es of voters shall be placed on 
lists or borne on rolls prior to elections. 
T h e 
Constitution does not m ake this a qualifica­ 
tion for a voter, but it is sustained by the S u ­ 
premo C ourt as a necessary rule. 
It may be said that voters may effect the 
object of advancing a favorite candidate, by 
substituting names who are not candidates. 
T h is is (rue, but practically it will not be an 
evil, for few persons, especially since the in­ 
troduction of printed vote*, would adopt that 
course— and moreover, the 
impropriety of 
trifling with the im portant right of suffrage, 
would be brought powerfully to the m ind. 
In 
addition to other considerations, the 
Constitution and Law s require that every per­ 
son shall vote fo r instead o i against candidates; 
yet it is v o tin g “ against” w hen the result is 
produced by the inode of counting 
votes. 
O n this principle, 1 have been informed that, 
in some places, those who canvass the votes, 
reject all which do not contain the whole 
num ber of nam es required. 
It this be correct, 
it is an additional reason why an uniform 
mode should be established.

Mr Hill read a letter, w hich, lie said, would 
show that the signers o f the petition were 
debtors of the B ank, and that there was not 
single friend of the Administration on th 
list.

The Pension F unds.— M r Clayton made 
report from the C om m ittee on the Judiciary 
relative to the message of the President ofth» 
U nited States of the 3d inst. in reference to 
the B ank of the United States refusing to 
pay over to the order of the Government the 
pension fund.

by a vote of 25 to 1G— the minority bein* 
composed entirely of the opposition. Mr Wif.

In the llouse— M r Adam s, of Mass. renew­ 
ed his attem pt to have the memorial from the 
city of N ew York, in favor of a Warehousing 
system , referred to the Com mittee on Manu­ 
factures.

T h e House refused to 
sustain M r A dam s’s motion to reconsider by 
a vote of 123 nays, to 84 ayes. 
M r H arper presented ' a

from 
Portsm outh, N. H . praying Congress to re­ 
store the deposites, or restore confidence by 
some other measures. 
M r Burgess presented a similar petition 
from Providence, R. I. 
Mr Pearce denied 
that the mem orial spoke the voice of the citv 
o f Providence ; for as there were 19,000 in­ 
habitants in the city, 1,050 could not be con­ 
sidered such a num ber as to be called the 
voice of that city. 
It was not more than three 
weeks since, that large sum s, amounting to 
nearly $300,000, had been loaned by inhabi­ 
tants ol Providence, to m erchants of New 
Bedford and N ew York. 
Petitions were presented from Philadelphia, 
S ou th w ark , M oyam ensing, G erm antown and 
Bristol, Pa., Baltimore, M d., Bertie, N. C., 
and C harleston, S. C., disapproving of the 
removal of the deposites. 
Also resolutions of 
of the L egislature o f K entucky to the same 
effect. 
Also tw o petitions from the county of 
E rie, Pa., one in favor, and th e other against 
the removal.
